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1 . Claims 5-8, 11-13 and 1 9 were amended in the response filed 5 January 201 0. 
Claims 1-3, 5-19 and 24-26 are currently pending and claims 1-3, 5-12 and 19 are the 
subject of the instant Office action.

8. (Currently Amended) The isolated polypeptide of claim I, further comprising 
from 1 to 3 additional amino acids at the N- or C-terminus of the polypeptide comprising 
SEQ ID NO:5, wherein the polypeptide interacts with the amyloid form of the AB peptide 
comprising the AB 1-40 peptide .

(Currently Amended) A hybrid molecule comprising: a) a the peptide set 
forth in claim I, 2 or 9, that specifically interacts with the amyloid form of the AB peptide 
comprising the AB 1-40 peptide; and b) a diagnost i c or th e rap e ut i c r e ag e nt detectable 
label conjugated to the polypeptide, wherein the detectable label is selected from the 
group consisting of a fluorescent moiety, a chromogenic moiety, a luciferase, biotin and 
a radiolabel . 

Rejoinder 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-12 and 19 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claim 13, directed to the process of making 
or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
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restriction requirement, is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 4/3/08 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-13 and 19 are allowed. Claims 5-12 were renumbered as claims 4- 
1 1 and claim 19 was renumbered as claim 12.
